Devious Oriental Diplomacy 


The U.N. negotiators for a cease fire 
avreement in Korea, have shown commend- 
able, patience with their North Korean and 
Communist China contemporaries. Over a 
long period patient efforts have been taken 
to make no move that would give their op- 
ponents an excuse for breaking off the con- 
ference. But the Communist powers have 
been stalling quite obviously in the expecta- 
tion that better gains, or favorable events 
would permit them to call the whole thing 
off. 

The diplomacy of the East is akin to 
that of the Soviet leaders in Moscow. The 
Russians are fundamentally Asiatics in their 
mental processes. Premier Stalin himself was 
born in Asia, in the state of Georgia. The 
diplomacy of the East is always devious and 
deceptive and the West has. difficulty in 
understanding the Oriental mentality. One 
needs only to remember the Japanese nego- 
tiators in Washington before Pearl Harbor, 
when, even while negotiations were in pro- 
gress for a peaceful settlement of differences. 
bombs were dropped on the U.S. Navy at 
Hawaii. 

But it seems now as if at long last the 
negotiators in Korea have reached a point 
where an understanding and settlement of 
the big cease fire problem can be expected. 


Co-Ops and Free Enterprise 


(By LEWIS MILLIGAN, in the Hanna Herald) 

In a recent artfele I made the statement that 
“free enterprise can only exist under the capitalist 
system” and Mr .George Keen, of Brantford, Ontario, 
foundcr of the Ontario Co-operative Union, offers 
me some “enlightenment” on the subject. He says 
that while writing of economic conditions in Britain, 
I seem ‘never to have heard of the greatest Of all 
free enterprises—the British Co-operative Move- 
ment.” Haying lived 35 ycars in England I could 
hardly be that ignorant. But everything that Mr. 
Keen says about the Co-ops in Britain goes to prove 
my statement. I agree with him when he says 
that the Co-opcrative Movement is free enterprise 
and “private enterprises also.” They are both one 
and the same, and they Owe their existance to the 
capitalist system, They could not éxist under the 
Socialist system, for under that system they would 
be taken over and nationalized along with all other 
free enterprises. That they still exist in Britain 
is oWing to the fact that Britain is still a capitalist 
country, although operating under the handicap of 
@ nominally Socialist government—which has lately 
been appealing to private enterprise and the com- 
petitive system to save the country from the econo- 


mic mess that their Socialist experiments have 
brought about. 
I would go further and affirm that. the Co- 


operatives are themselves capitalistic, and are as 
much “profit motivated’ (Mr. Keen’s term) as any 
other private corporation. Mr, Keen says the Co- 
operative “passes on to its members the net savings, 
or profits, of production, wholesaling and retailing, 
in proportion to the extent each has contributed 
there to by his purchases.” In other words, the 
niembers receive a dividend according to their in- 
dividual purchases which are a form of investment. 
These profits or “savings” are an indijcement to 
membership, and if there were little or no profits 
to divide the membership would fall off accord- 
ingly. The Co-op members with whom I was ac- 
quainted in the Old Country used to boast of their 
“nice little dividends.” But, if I remember right, 
some of them were in the form of coupons with 
which they could make other purchases. 

Mr. “I am afraid that, outside the 
Co-Operative Movement, the days of free enterprise 
are numbered,” He well may be afraid, for when 
that day comes the Co-operatives themselves will 
cease to be free enterprises and will become what 
the Collectives ave in Soviet Russia, When Mr. Keen 
says that, in his opinion, “we are steadily moving

him “thet real monopoly is the objective.of the Co- 
operative Movement. He admits as much when he 
says that “outside the Co-operative Movement, the

It almost looks as if Alberta and the 
prairies were on the verge of obtaining jus- 
tice in the matter of the equalization of 
freight rates. The House of Commons, has 
completed passage of the Liberal govern- 
ment’s legislation dealing with the contro- 
versial freight rates. : 

The Prairie provinces, and Alberta in 
particular. have suffered long enough under 
the injustice of the quarrel between the 
East and the prairies. and the extreme West 
and the central provinces, over this matter. 
Now the fairest and most equitable distri- 
bution of freight rates for the whole. of 
Canada is likely to be realized. It only re- 
quires approval of the Senate to become 
Taw. 

It is depressing, however, to note 
Premier Johnston’s public statement on the 
matter, as published in the newspapers. 
British Columbia has for long enjoyed an 
advantage over Alberta in the freight rate 
system and the B.C. Premier has only nar- 
row provincial interests in mind when he 
objects to Alberta getting a chance to ship 
its grains and other goods at the same freight 
rates costs as the Coast farmers and manu- 
facturers enjoy. Why, now that transpor- 
tation facilities are so greatly increased and 
improved and brought up to modern stand- 
ards of speed and efficiency, should any part 
of Canada be discriminated against by the 
‘government or railways. Why should any 
sectional outlook prevent Canada from be- 
coming as rapidly as possible a united and 
single country?

Safety Stickers 
Compulsory Jan, 1 


All passenger cars and moior- 
ye.es onerating. in Alberta must 
bear safety stickers by Jan. 1 to 
avoid prosecutions. 

This was announced today by 
Hon. C, -E. Gerhart, Provincial 
Secretary. He said instructions 
have been issued to assure that 
no cars or motorcycles without 
safety stickers will be allowed to 
operete on Alberta roads and 
highways after Jan. 1, Owners 
of cars which do not bear the 
approved government safety 
sticker*® will he subject to prose 
cution after that date. 

Mr. Gerhart said that the safety 
testing campaign began in July 
and since then motorists had had 
ample time to have their cars 
te ted. Charge for the safety test 
is $1 and garages and service 
stations in all parts of the Prov- 
ince are operating as approved 
testing stations. 

The Provincial Secretary point- 
ed out that the purpose of the 
safety testing campaign is to make 
the roads and highways of Alberta 
by keeping faulty vehicles 
off the roads. He suggested that 
motorists who have not yet: had 
their cars tested do so soon to 
evoid needless inconvenience.
